WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—

that Great Britain is prepar- 
ing for a large-scale aerial of- 
fensive against the Germans 
on the Russian front.

For the last six weeks, according 
to information received here from 
competent sources abroad, the Brii- 
ish have been moving an ever-in- 
creasing number of planes—fighters 


and bombers — into Russia, The 
planes will be manned by seasoned 
R.A.F. pilots. 

Major combat operations will noi 
be undertaken by the R.A.F. exped.- 
tionary force until all arrangements 
have been completed for mainten- 
ance and supply. Even British 
ground crews, officials said, are 
being sent to Russia.

The 
fighters are being transported in all 
sorts of surface vessels, presumably 
some aircraft carriers, to Russian 
ports whence they are flown to ait 
bases well behind the lines.

As in every civic elec- 


tion in Edmonton, the control of the city is at stake since 
six of the eleven council seats are to be filled. 


Mayor John W. Fry is contesting the mayoralty as an 
independent, having lost, along with some of the alder- 
men, the endorsation of the Citizens’ Committee, which 
supported him on four previous occasions because, in the 
Committee’s estimation, while he has made a_ splendid 
mayor for four terms, he i8 too “cautious” for present con- 


ditions. 


The Citizens’ Committee, which admittedly was un- 
fortunate and perhaps clumsy in its handling of Mayor 
Fry’s candidacy, has nominated for the mayoralty Alder- 
man George A. Campbell who for four years has given ex- 
cellent service on the Council. 


While it is difficult to imagine Alderman Campbell 
being any less “cautious” than Mayor Fry, there is no 
doubt that his aldermanic record supports the view that 


he would make a first-class 


mayor. 


Whatever the choice of the voters may be, therefore, it 
seems certain that they will secure an able and experienced 


chief magistrate. 


It is clear that they can only make up their minds in- 
telligently by referring to some of the fundamental civic 
issues which, so far, have not been brought out in the cam- 


paign. 


One of the most vital issues before the civic govern- 
ment at the present time, and upon which the electorate 
should be given an opportunity to express an opinion, is 
the cost-of-living bonus for civic employees, a matter which 
involves and will involve, during coming years, hundreds 
of thousands of dollars of civic money. 


The Dominion government has imposed this measure 


on private business which, 


by legislation, it controls. It 


has plainly stated that it will assume no authority in the 
matter over municipal and provincial governments. Being 
elective, they may do as they please. 


The mayoralty candidates have yet to state their 
respective policies on this point. 


It would help the electors if a clear statement were 


made, neither hedging the 


issue nor sidestepping it by 


placing the onus on the Dominion government which has 
already put the decision squarely up to each municipality 


and province. 


There is a further point upon which the voters are 
entitled to be clearly and definitely informed. That is the 
method of disposing of surplus revenue from civic-owned 
public utilities, such as telephone and light and power. 


At present, this surplus revenue goes towards the 


reduction of taxation. 


There is another school of thought, however, which 
argues that this method of disposal defeats the funda- 
mental purpose of civic ownership, that such surplus 


money should be employed 


to either improve the service 


of the utilities or to reduce the utilities rates. 


The present method operates to the advantage of the 


taxpayers. 


The other method would operate to the 


advantage of the much more numerous consumers. 


Upon both these points—the cost-of-living bonus for 
civic employees and the disposal of surplus utilities 


revenues—the public should 


be fully informed. 


The mayoralty candidates should be positive and 
definite about them. The aldermanic candidates should be 


clear and explicit. 


For these are the fundamental civic issues of the 


moment that should decide 


the election on November 12.

‘Alderman Campbell 
Challenges Mayor 
On Civic Affairs 


There is a present indication that Edmonton may within 
the near future be able to obtain some loans for home build- 
ling, under the National Housing Act, Mayor John W. Fry 
istated Tuesday night when he addressed the annual pre- 
election dinner meeting of the South Edmonton Business- 
men’s Association. 

Replying to a query by H. D. Ainlay, candidate for alder- 
man on the Canadian Labor Party slate, the mayor said that 
recently a “hopeful” conference was held between represent- 
atives of the city, province and a large lending corporation. 
As a result of this conference he felt there was a possibility 
a way might be worked out to obtain home building loans, 

Opening of Civic Campaign 

All candidates in the November 12 civic elections were 
guest speakers at the South Edmonton Businessmen’s meet- 
ing, which has become a yearly institution for opening the 
election campaigns. The gathering was attended by some 
75 South Side residents and the chairman waa John A, 
Young, president of the association. 

Main feature of the addresses of the two mayoralty can- 
didates was debate on the action of the Citizens’ Committee 
in replacing Mayor Fry on its ticket by Ald. George A. Camp- 
bell. Mayor Fry, successful as this organization's nominee in 
the last four elections, is contesting the present election as 
an independent, 


The mayor recounted improvements which had taken 
place in the city in the past four years and said he was 
apparently “given the air because he was competent.” 

It was “presumption” on the mayor's part to “take 
all the credit” for improvements in the city, Ald. Campbell 
declared, stating that the aldermen felt they had a share 
in the civic government's accomplishments, 


He defended the Citizens’ Committee's position, stating 
that it was composed of a large body of men who gave gen- 
erously of their time and efforts to promote the city's wel- 
fare. 


Would Reduce Utility Rates 


Two of the aldermanic candidates, Mr. Ainlay and Miss 
Margaret Crang, Civic Progressive Association candidate, 
| Said they would press for reduced public utility rates as the 
result of what they termed “handsome profits” earned by 
the utilities. 

“It seems time that the shareholders (citizens) are get- 

| ting a few dividends,” Mr. Ainlay declared. 
Miss Crang said she would strive to have the price of 
| domestic power reduced from five cents to four cents a kilo- 
| watt hour if elected. She also favored payment of a cost- 
of-living bonus to civic employees and the dependents of men 
| on active service. 


Ald. D. K. Knott said the city’s finances would require 
careful handling next year and observed that although we 
have heard a lot about the Fortin plan “it is no panacea 
for the city’s financial troubles.” 


Mr. Ainlay declared extension of trolley bus overhead 
lines from 99 atreet to 104 street was a “bribe”, and said if 
elected he would see that south side citizens had the use of 
the extended trolley line. +

CAUTION MORE NEEDED 


If caution and care were neces- 
Bary in 1937, I say that they are a 
thousand times more necessary in 
1941 when our country is at war. 

It behooves us to carry on in a 
careful manner, to husband our 
resources in order that we may get 
behind the Dominion government 
to the utmost in furthering the war 
effort—which is so Necessary if we 
are to continue in the way of life 
to which we are accustomed. 

Then we must consider the 
problem of reconstruction after 
the war. We must busband our 
resources so that when the war 
is over we shall not have the 
confusion which we had after the 
last war. 

It is fine to criticize and say that 
We should run busses here and run 
them there—we should do the best 
we can in the use of our busses and 
in building of roads and sidewalks. 


The council has been doing that 
work. We have built sidewalks 
where we considered they were 


most needed, We have built many 
of them along main highways s0 
that people will not walk on the 
roads and be endangered. 


IMPROVEMENTS 

We still have plenty of improve- 
ments to make, particularly after 
the war and we shall need to be in 
shape to carry out a large program 
of improvements when the war is 
over. For this purpose we must 
husband our resources. 

I am proud of my record as 
mayor. During my tenure of of- 
fice we have had many improve- 
ments, The downtown section has 
been nearly all rebuilt. If you 
would take a trip with me 
around the business section of 
the city you would see the great 
changes. 

One of the first things after I 
was elected mayor was the build- 
ing of the new Hudson's Bay store 
Not long after I was elected, the 
Hudson's Bay came. to us and said 
they wanted to build a new store if 
they could get certain concessions 
for assistance. We had several con- 
ferences and. they didn’t get the 
concession they asKed by way of a 
reduced assessment but shortly 
after that they told me they intend- 
ed to build anyway. Today you see 
One of the finest store buildings on 
the American continent. 


SEE NEW STORES 

Today, if you go up First street, 
you see Kresge’s, a fine new stone 
store, where there was once a ram- 
shackle frame building. You will 
sce the Metropolitan, Woolworth’s 
and Zeller’s stores, all rebuilt and 
the King Edward hotel has rebuilt 
iis hotel into a fine, handsome 
structure 

We straightened out 102 avenue 
and at 101 street it has become the 
busiest corner in the city. Eaton's 
sore there is the finest store build- 
ing in North America. 

In the residential district also 
we have seen marked improve- 
ment. Up to the end of September 
this year 456 houses have been 
built in Edmonton and Calgary 
has built 230 in the same time. 
Last year we had 409 homes built 
and Calgary had 92. 

Our home building program is 
eontinuing and it is wonderful when 
you consider that we can't borrow 
a cent. Alberta is the only proy- 
ince which ge‘s No benefit from 
the National Housing act, yet in 
two years we have built almost 
1,000 new homes in Edmonton. 


RENT CONTROL 

There was an agitation here for 
rent control so we made an appli- 
cation to have it put in. Now we 
have a rent controller and he has 
no business to do. It is because 
we have had a decent home build 
ing program and the new homes 
have almost kept up with the de- 
mand for housing that the rent 
controller has No work, 

(Mr. Ainlay, Civic Progressive 
aldermanic candidate, asked the 
mayor if any effort had been made 
to approach the provincial govern- 
ment to lay aside its moratorium 
legislation as it affected home build- 
ing loans.) 

The mayor replied: Yes, we 
have had three or four confer- 
ences. We recently had a very 
hopeful conference, with a re- 
presentative from ene of the large 
loan companies present, and we 
still hope that something will 
come of it. I am hopeful that in 
the near future we may be able 
to get a little loan money to help 
in the building of homes, 

George A. Campbell, (Citizens’ 
Committee, mayoralty)—1 have de- 
cided to prepare all my speeches 
in writing so that there will be no 
dispute afterwards as to what I said 
or did not say. No one but myself 
had anything to do with preparing 
or writing this speech.

Nor have I ever sought to avoid 
or evade my responsibilities for 
civic decisions in any unrecorded 
votes.

Speaking in parliament, Hon. J. L. 

Iisley referred to statements alleged to 
have been made by Premier Aberhart 
in Winnipeg, to the effect that the 
money which is being borrowed to fi- 


repaid, and that the interest on the 
Dominion’s debt at the close of the war 
will be $2,000,000 per day. 

The Minister of Finance pointed out 
the absurdity of this figure, since the 
interest bill could only reach such pro- 
portions if $33,000,000,000 were bor- 
rowed at the rate which is now being 
paid. The expressions, he said were 
“calculated to hamper the war effort” 
by needlessly alarming people who are 
not familiar with the facts. 

At Lethbridge, Premier Aberhart 
explained that he had not made either 
of the statements credited to him, but 
something entirely different. 

Since the report of the Winnipeg 
speech had been widely published it was 
inevitable that attention should be call- 
ed to it in parliament, and the remarks 
of Mr. Ilsley were entirely in order 
assuming the report to have been cor- 
rect.

The mark is set at the cost of one 
bomber per month. The sum is indefin- 
ite, for the cost increases as bombers 
grow larger and more complicated. It 
may be set for convenience sake at 
$100,000. 


Is this too much for the residents of | 


this growing and busy city to lay aside 
each month, directly to assist the war 
effort, and no less really to build up 
reserves for thernselves against future 
needs? It amounts to little more than 
one dollar per person per month, say 
$60 per year per family. At a time 
when practically all are able to obtain 
employment, and when wages are bet- 
ter than in pre-war days, this surely is 
a small sum for the head of a family to 
save from his earnings.

In seven and a half years the certi- 
ficates will be worth (twenty-five per 
cent more than they cost, and if the 
holder needs money in the meantime he 
can cash them and receive an interest 
allowance for the time his money has 
been invested.

marked success. Edmonton has not 
yet failed to do its part when war 


funds were wanted, and should not fail 
now. 


The Lacombe Fatality 


Private D. H. Smith of Ottawa, who 
was killed by a motor car Saturday 
evening on the highway near Lacombe 
was the victim of an unknown driver. 
As there were no eye-witnesses, it was 
fair to assume that the motorist might 
not have seen the man in the gathering 
darkness and been unaware that he 
had struck anyone. 

But in this case it would be supposed 
any driver who had passed the spot 
about the time the tragedy occurred 
would report to the police on learning 
that he had been unconsciously involved 
in an accident. That would be the nor- 
mal and the proper course for an inno- 
cent person to take. But time is fast 
discounting the supposition that the 
man wiio ran down Smith may not have 
known he did so. Continued silence is 
creating and strengthening suspicion 
that he knew he had collided with some 
one, and fled from the scene, either in 
callous indifference or in a cowardly 
attempt to evade responsibility.

Glare No Excuse For Accidents 


Caution and Good Sense Can 
Overcome All Hazards of 
the Road 


LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 

Editor, Bulletin: From time to tim 
one or more pé@destrians are killed 
maimed on the highways, by a motorist 
who, after the accident, states that he or 
she was blinded by the glare from the 
headlights of an oncoming car. This ex- 
cuse or explanation has generally, in the 
past, cleared the motorist of blame, and 
he has been allowed to go with little or no 
punishment. And while the driver of the 
death car Is free, with oly jis conscience 
to bether him, grief and sorrow have de- 
scended upon an otherwise peaceful home, 
because of the sudden and untimely loss 
of a beloved one. : 

In searching for a remedy for these 
catastrophes, one must, at the outset, ad- 
mit that there will always be fools on the 
highways, both afoot and behind the 
wheel. Cf the former group, there are 
those who walk on the wrong side of the 
road: those who walk without flashlight 
lamp, their own protection: and 
those who t shuffle along absent-

group there are those who 
daydream as they drive, and others who 
drive at most unreasonable speeds, con- 
sidering poor vis y due to dust or 
glare. Many of these have no important 
objective that must be reached quickly, 
ner any emergency that would cal) for 
unsafe driving at night. They go fast be- 
cause there is a certain exhilaration in 
speed 

If the whole matter of “glare-blind- 
ness” accidents is examined critically, one 
must come to the conclusion that “gross 
negligence on the purt of the motosist,” is 
the main cause of the accident; and for the 
following reasons: This writer believes 
that the fundamental requisite for safe 
driving is “complete control of the car at 
all times.” This, necessarily presupposes 
the possession, on the part of the driver of 
(1) good eyesight; (2) good hearing: (3) 
intelligence and good judgment, and (4) 
an ever conscious desire to drive safely. 

It naturally follows from the above 
that a motorist should be able to bring his 
car to a full stop considerably before the 
object that appears in his path is reached. 
Various automotive organizations have 
produced figures to show that a good 
number of yards are required in which to 
halt a cat, even at low speed. As the 
Speed increases from twenty to fifty or 
more miles per hour the distances now 
required, and the striking and maiming 
powers of a car increase out of all propor- 
tions to the mere increase of speed. 

And since the blinding glare of an on- 
coming car is not something that comes 
upon one suddenly but rather begins 
mildly and at quite a distance away, 
should the driver not feel it his duty to 
slow down, even to a crawl, until] the 
offending and dangerous glare has passed 
him by? This motorist has always done 
so: and in an experience of two hundred 
thousand miles of driving, over a period of 
20 years, has had the good fortune never 
to have even scratched anybody 

I repeat that sitting behind the wheel 
and travelling at high speed while tem- 
porarily blinded, is gross negligence of 
the worst kind. Objects, both animate 
and inanimate (such as a parked truck) 
suddenly loom up out of nowhere, go it 
seems; and the driver suddenly finds him- 
self helpless to avoid a crash. A pedes- 
trian is killed, or his own car and occu- 
pants are wrecked and maimed. 

All this can, of course, be avoided by 
driving with “complete contro] of the car 
at al] times.” And blindness due to glare 
should automatically cal) for the lighten- 
ing of or the remova! of the foot from the 
accelerator pedal. The few seconds lost in 
this manoeuvre will save a life; and save 
the motorist a lot of grief. It is worth 
while, L. A. MILLER.

was given to more deserving cases. For 
instance, we hear so much about the poor 
farmers and conscription. If an investiga- 


| tion was made by the authorities it would 


be proved that some of these “poor farm- 
ers” have more money than they will ever 
spend, but are swelling their bank ac- 
counts with Prairie Farm Assistance Act 
bonus, storage of grain bonus and, to- 
gether with that, had good crops and own 
their own farms, absolutely clear of taxes 
or debt. 

I can give examples of such cases. 

When the last war broke out in 1914, 
the ex-serviceman of today was serving 
his country in the trenches, from 1914- 
1918. Their wives were suffering hardship, 
too. Many of them raising large families, 
while the farmer, young healthy men, 
too, was getting a big price for his grain, 
cattle, and everything he produced. Many 
of them saving enough money to last them 
a lifetime, and when their sons were old 
enough put them on farms, too. 

The soldier of the Great War came 
home to his wife and family broken in 
health and spirit, no money, and perhaps 
a small pension. The S.S.B. called for 
3,000 families for farms in Canada. The 
ex-serviceman was put on these farms and 
in many cases it was an everlasting strug- 
gle, old- machinery, cattle and horses 
bought from farmers that could afford to 
buy more modern machinery, with the 
money made during the war. In the mean- 
time his sons were growing up. So were 
the ex-serviceman’s. More farms were 
needed for his sons, while the ex-service- 


| men may perhaps be hired to work them 


at a smal! wage. 


What happened? In many districts 


| land was hard to rent or buy either. The 


veteran of 1914 was up against another 
fight—to try and hold his land, while work 
for his sons was getting scarce, too. Taxes 
were piling up; he would get a couple of 


days of road work if he was lucky. The 


councillors in many districts are led by 


| the “old timers” and as we were only set- 


tlers we had to take what was given us. 

In that district this spring, farms were 
up for sale for taxes. Three parts of them 
were S.S.B. farms. In one case, one man 
earned as much as $200 for road work 
alone, and has been for years. A young 
man too, not a veteran of 1914 or his sons 
either. What has the result been? The 
veterans’ sons have gone to help finish 
the job that their fathers fought in, in 1914. 
The hard knocks of frozen crops, hailed 
out and dried out, and the burden of taxes 
compelled him to quit his land. 

Therefore the farmer of 1914 has 
reached his goal, his sons have got the 
farms; he had the money to equip them. 
‘the.e men are strong, healthy young men. 
Is i. any worse for these to go and do their 
bit than anybody else? 

I know of cases, where an ex-service~- 
man has asked for seed at the Municipal 


| Office, and the first thing that has been 


fired at them is the little pension they re- 
ceive, as if it was a crime to receive a 
pension, or they spoke as if it was got at » 
picnic, 

There's nothing today t© stop these 
men from earning a pension or eating a 
piece of the pie at the same piénic that the 
1914 men had. 

Try them out and see if they will go 
and do their bit, either them or their sons. 
When this war broke out it was laughable 
ts see how quickly some of them got sick, 
nothing the matter at ail, just bad cases 
of “yellow jaundice.” Show them « gas 


| mask and they'll faint. 


Why should my sons and others in the 
same position go and fight to save their 
money, land and skins, too, while they are 
sitting back in a corner? 

There are many veterans’ sons over- 
seas, some of mine too, While some of 
these boys were termed as green, thank

But the obstacle to whole-hearted col- 
laboration does exist and unless cogniz- 
ance is taken of Russian suspicion and 
reticence, the present conduct of the war 
cannot be comprehended. 


Diversion 

The Russians, from the first, have 
wished the British to create a diversion by 
attacking German-controlled areas in 
western or southern Europe—Italy, Nor- 
way or the Balkans. 

They have been informed that Britain 
has neither the equipment nor the per- 
sonnel to succeed in such an attempt at 
diversion at this stage of the war. 

_It is conceivable that the British may 
utilize the large number of troops and 
American supplies assembled in 
Middie East to drive the Axis forces out 
of Libya where they constitute a serious 
threat to the Suez Canal and the whole 
British position in that area. 

But the Russians say such a move will 
not help them, which is just too bad. 

The most promising theatre of im- 
mediate British warfare against Germany 
is obviously in the Caucasus. It is as much 
to Britain's interest as Russia’s to prevent 
Hitler from getting possession of the oil 
he so badly needs. The present campaign 
has used up enormous quantities of oil 
which the limited resources in Rumania 
cannot replenish. 

But the fact is that the Russians are 
still too suspicions of the British to wel- 
come British troops on Russian soi] as co- 
defenders of the Caucasian oil wells for 
which Hitler is fighting so desperately. 

It is their truculence and obduracy 
which is preventing a larger British con- 
tribution to the defence of Russia. 

And Mr. Churchill is taking the blame 
for it. He prefers to take hazardous 
political risks to divulging this disagree- 
ment to the Germans. 


Crux of Campaign 


If the advance of the German armies 
into Russia is halted on this side of the 
Soviet oil fields, the campaign will be a 
failure from Hitler’s viewpoint and the 
duration of the war will probably be ma- 
terially curtailed. 

If, on the other hand, Germany can 
push on through Rostov to Grozny and 


| other oi] fields; Russia’s capacity for of- 


fersive resistance will be so drastically 
reduced as to free much of Hitler’s military 


| might for operations on other fronts.

The vital British position in the Middle 
East will be placed in utmost jeopardy if 
it does not eventually come under out- 
right German control. 

It would, therefore, appear to be mu- 
tually advantageous for the Russians and 
British to overcome al! reservations and 
risk all they have at their disposition to 
keep Germany from the Caucasus. 

Britain, it is understood, would be will- 
ing to risk wretched transportation facili- 
ties, poor air fields and other hazards to 
undertake this expedition. 

But the Russians not only failed to 
consent to such collaboration during the 
confere in September, but are still 
holding out against British entry into that 
section.

It was is: February, 1938, that Hitler 
began his diplomatic attack on Austria. In 
April, 1938, he forced a German-Austrian 
union with massed troops on the Austrian 
frontier. This took place with the tacit 
approval of the British and French gov- 
ernments, who were following Mr. Lind- 
bergh’s advice. 

Up until this time there was no Sieg- 
fried Line. The Siegfried Line was built 
with a prodigious effort in the summer 
of 1938. All that summer, while the Line 
was being built, negotiations were going 
on between the British and German gov- 
ernments to accomplish exactly what 
Lindbergh was advising: Give Germany 
a free hand in the East. These negotiations 
ended in September, 1938, with the Munich 
pact. Hitler, having meanwhile built the 
Siegfried Line, accomplished by the 
Munich Pact his greatest victory in the 
whole war: the breaking of the Franco- 
Russian alliance and the assurance of a 
one-front war, 

All—according to Lindbergh himself— 
in conformity with his advice. His advice 
also included the information that Russia 
would be no good as an ally, and had no 
air force worthy of consideration, The 
last four months and Hitler's last speech 
reveal this as profound misinformation.

But now, let us see what happened. 
Chamberlain, hastening back from Munich 
with Peace for Our Times in his pocket, 
took Lindbergh's other advice: “to pre- 
pare militarily with the greatest rapidity.” 

And jit was here that Hitler revealed 
that his pact had strings to it even in the 
west. He strongly objected to Britain's 
rearmament as a proof of bad faith. He 
began making publicly the most virulent 
attacks on Britain. And he followed 
Munich with an ultimatum to Poland. 

Everything was procteding according 
to Lindbergh's advice. Hitler had em- 
barked on a war against Russia—the war 
Lindbergh had advised the Western 
Powers to allow. 

But now there was a revolt from the 
people of Britain. For the people of 
Britain had not been sold Hitler's (and 
Lindbergh's) wat. They had been sold 
peace. Hitler was to be allowed to unite 
his Germans and there was to be no war at 
aul. 

Instead they had handed Hitler the 
most perfect strategical position. They 


| were to sit by—or arm—while he wiped 


| 


out Poland and took over Russia, with its 
illimitable supplies of oil, metals, and 
grain. They were to allow him to place 
himself on the Black Sea and in the Near 
East from where, with Italy, he could 
menace Suez. They were to put up with 
ultimatums regarding their internal 


affairs. 
False Invoice 


The British people began to wake up 
about this moment seeing that they had 
been sold a bill of goods under a false in- 
voice, The bill of goods was war. - The 
invoice was peace. And one of the sales- 
men was the peripatetic “isolationist,” Mr. 
Lindbergh. 

Now the man who helped persuade the 
British and French to break the alliance 
with Russia in the name.of peace is try- 
ing, in the name of peace, to persuade the 
American people to break their benevolent 
policy toward Britain. He, who was one 
of the architects of Munich, is now trying 
to prepare another Munich. He is giving 
us-+the same advice he gave the Chamber- 
lain and Daladier governments. Let Hit- 
ler loose against someone else—this time 
Britain—and abandon your allies, 

Most of us think that after the fall of 
the British Empire it will be too late for 
America, too. 

Britain did not reject Lindbergh's ad- 
vice. She took it—and woke up, Mr. Lind- 
bergh admits, too late. 

Why did he, an isolationist and a pri- 
vate American citizen, give it? In whose 
interests does history prove it to have 
been given? And in whose interests is he 
giving America the same advice?
